City, GVHC Combine 
On Landscape Project 

Approval to spending $1500 for 
landscaping the roadside entrance 
to Greenbelt along Southway and 
Ridge roads was granted by the 
city council last Monday night. 
The sum represents half of the to¬ 
tal expenditure needed for this 
purpose, with Greenbelt Veteran 
Housing Corporation supplying 
the other half. 

Ralph Webster, president of 
GVHC, and William Hawley, land¬ 
scape architect, displayed to the 
council a detailed drawing of the 
proposed plan. It includes both 
shade and flowering trees, and 
shrubs which will enhance the ap¬ 
pearance of garages and court en¬ 
trance areas. Although GVHC 
plans to share the expense, the 
city will act as contracting agent 
and accept bids from area nurs¬ 
eries for the work. 

Webster emphasized the need for 
a nice-looking entnance to Green¬ 
belt which has been criticised, ac¬ 
cording to Webster, by maijy offi¬ 
cials of loaning agencies and oth¬ 
er groups. It would raise the 
value of the property, he declared, 
and deepen the pride of citizens in 
their community.

Phone Rates Up 
A Cent A Day 

The new schedule of telephone 
rates, effective with bills on and 
after September 22, has been an¬ 
nounced by F. M. Holmes, mana¬ 
ger for the Chesapeake and Po¬ 
tomac Telephone Company. 

New residence rates will increase 
on an average of about one cent a 
day, $.30 per month, while the new 
business rates will increase on an 
average of $.60 per month for each 
line. 

Holmes also pointed out that up¬ 
ward adjustments have been made 
in the rates for additional business 
listings in the alphabetical section 
of the directory and the monthly 
charge for business extension tel¬ 
ephones. 

Adjustments of the area in 
which basic rates apply in the Cy¬ 
press, Logan and Hyattsville areas 
will result in an offsetting decrease 
for many customers who now pay 
a mileage charge. 

“The speed and quality of tele¬ 
phone service in Prince Georges 
County has constantly improved 
through the years,” Holmes said, 
“and our efforts in the future will 
be directed toward further im¬ 
provement.” 

Pointing to the company’s in¬ 
tensive post-war expansion pro¬ 
gram, he said, that since the end 
of the war, .an average of about 
$100,000 has been spent every 
working day for new and addition¬ 
al facilities in Maryland. 


NAME CHANGE 

Although three members of the 
outgoing board voted for changing 
the name of the Cooperator to the 
News Review, I believe their rea¬ 
soning for such .a change was er¬ 
roneous. In the public poll taken 
on the name change, of 96 votes 
cast, 30 favored retaining the Co- 
operator. The remaining votes 
were distributed over the long list 
of names with the next highest re¬ 
ceiving only seven. The three 
board members interpreted the 
poll to indicate that 30 wanted the 
name Cooperator, and 67 wanted 
the name changed. 

By the same reasoning, over 80 
did not want News Review! 

Of the five new hoard members 
who take office October 1, three 
have indicated their preference to 
retain the name Cooperator. One 
member ran for office on the plat¬ 
form of working to change the 
name back to the Cooperator. The 
present change in name is being 
made with the full knowledge, I 
believe, that the name News Re¬ 
view may appear for just one is¬ 
sue. 

I think our readers should be 
aware of this situation so that no 
adverse reflection on the Coopera¬ 
tor may be forthcoming as a re¬ 
sult of the next few weeks’ confu¬ 
sion.

GCSManagerTours 
European Co-ops 

Flying to Copenhagen via Swiss- 
Air, Greenbelt Consumer Services’ 
general manager Sam Ashelman 
wrote a\ letter to his associates 
hack home giving his impressions 
of the Migros Conference on Dis¬ 
tribution which he attended in 
Zurich last month. The GCS office 
has given the Oooperator a copy of 
the letter from which the follow¬ 
ing paragraphs are copied. 

(Ashelman concludes his tour 
this week of European coopera¬ 
tives and attendance at the Inter¬ 
national Cooperative Alliance Con¬ 
gress in Paris He has been the 
representative of all American 
consumer co-ops on the Coopera¬ 
tive League’s special committee 
visiting Europe.) 

“I’m behind schedule because I 
stayed over in Zurich to talk with 
the Swiss Co-op Union people (the 
national cooperative organisation) 
about the Migros Federation. 

“The Migros Conference was a 
really worthwhile experience. The 
general topic of discussion was 
what could be done by business 
and government to prevent depres¬ 
sions. Over 200 people from twen¬ 
ty-two countries were present. 
They included some co-op people 
from Denmark, Italy, Belgium 
and the USA, but the delegates for 
the most part were from private 
trade including, for example, the 
head of the largest London de¬ 
partment store, the head of the 
French Retail Grocers Associa¬ 
tion, etc. 

I therefore had the opportunity 
to meet and balk with some out¬ 
standing and talented people. In 
addition to those mentioned above, 
there were also a number of econ¬ 
omists and government people 
present. 

“The most stimulating experi¬ 
ence of all, however, was the op¬ 
portunity of getting to know per¬ 
sonally the developer and dynamic 
head of Migros—Gottlieb Dutt- 
weiler. He really is a brilliant 
businessman, and at the same time 
has developed an appreciation that 
good business is always working 
in the public-consumer interest. 
He is now 66, but full of ideas .and 
more vitality than most people. 

“Duttweiler turned his private 
business into a co-op and my Dan¬ 
ish friends tell me it is a real co¬ 
op, even though the old-line Swiss 
Co-op Unfon (which is itself very 
large and good) does not like to 
admit it is, and actually boycotted 
the Conference. You might be in¬ 
terested in reading the story on 
Duttweiler and Migros in the Aug¬ 
ust 9th issue of TIME for more de¬ 
tails. They are really doing a job 
for the consumer!” 

(The TIME story tells how Dutt¬ 
weiler, whose goal for 29 years has 
been to bring prices down in Swit¬ 
zerland, “built an $85 million a 
year empire that started out with 
groceries and now includes taxi 
fleets, clothing stores, sewing ma¬ 
chines and movies. In a nation of 
enterprising moneymakers, Dutt¬ 
weiler is the most enterprising of 
all. He is also unique in another 
way; years ago he gave away most 
of his wealth to his customers.”) 

“Duttweiler is very much inter¬ 
ested in developing a permanent 
international co-op institute in 
Switzerland,” Ashelman’s letteir 
continues. “They plan to spend 
around $350,000 for buildings this 
year so that co-op employees, 
youth groups and business people, 
etc. can meet and get to know 
each other on a better-organized 
basis. I feel that it would be very 
worth while if we in GCS could 
participate in this project. Sev¬ 
eral years ago, our Board author¬ 
ized an employee exchange idea, 
but we have not been in position 
to implement it from our end. Per¬ 
haps this institute will give us the 
chance to do so. 

“Talking with people from the 
various countries was very educa¬ 
tional for me. Merchandising con¬ 
ditions are different in Europe 
than USA, but in Zurich not too 
much so. I was very favorably 
impressed with the Swiss Co-op 
stores; they are the best in the 
country. Co-ops here of course 
have gotten back into production 
much more than wte have. 

“As I told the Conference—be¬ 
ing the representative of Ameri¬ 
can consumer co-ops, I had the 
honor of making the last address— 
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Count to Ten

I had discovered many things: Not 
only some new techniques and 
ideas, but more important, the 
fact that there is developing an ap¬ 
preciation of the necessity of busi¬ 
nessmen sharing experience and 
knowledge and working together 
for the welfare of all. Also, once 
we get to know and understand 
each other, there is a real basis 
for international friendship and 
mutual help. 

“We are approaching Copen¬ 
hagen, so I must stop writing. I’ll 
try to send further impressions la¬ 
ter. It will be most difficult to 
find the time or energy, however, 
because in the next 14 days we will 
visit eight countries and talk with 
lots of people. And then will come 
the International Cooperative Al¬ 
liance Congress in Paris, which is 
a very strenuous affair, I’m told. 
I’ll be glad to get back home, I’m 
sure."
